Smaller Legislatures 


- 

The demand, voiced generally by the people of Canada, for decreased 
expenditure in the administration 0: public affairs as a necessary and most 
effective means of bringing about « reduction in the burden of taxation now 
imposed on the country, has resu'ted in many’ suggestions being advanced 
which are hopelessly impracticable, because, in the final analysis, it would be 
found that the losses sustained through inefficiency would more than offset any 
savings effected through such false economy. 

Other suggestions have been made which are deserving of close and care- 
ful study as they are seemingly designed to effect real economies without in 
the slightest degree prejudicially affecting any public policy or service. One 
such suggestion, which has feund favor in many quarters, is that the member- 
ship of the Dominion Fariiament and of the several Provincial Legislatures 
be reduced. The fact that Canada is notoriously over-governed is strongly 
urged as a reason for such reductions. : 

Some people have also advocated the union of the three Maritime Prov- 
inces into one Province with one Legislative Assembly, and the same sug: 
gestion has been advanced regarding the three Prairie Provinces. There is 
also a strong body of public opinion in favor of the abolition of the Senate. 

While it would take a long time to bring about the union of these groups 
of Provinces, or to secure the abolition of the Senate, if, indeed, these things 
are desirable or feasible, there can be little doubt but that no dire results 
would follow a reduction in the membershlp of Provincial Legislatures. On 
the other hand, substantial reductions in expenditure could be effected thereby. 

According to the last figures available, Ontarfo has a Legislative Assem- 
bly of 111 members; Quebec maintains a Legislative Council of 2 members 
appointed for life and a Legisiative Assembly of 85 members, a total of 109; 
Nova Scotia also has two chambcrs, a Legislative Council of 21 and an As- 
sembly of 43; New Brunswick's Assembly consists of 48; Prince Edward Is- 
land has 80; Manitoba, 55; British Columbia, 47; Alberta, 58; and Saskat- 
chewan, 63. This makes a grand total of 570 members to direct the machin- 
ery ol legislation in the nine Provinces. A reduction of anywhere from fifty 
to one hundred could be made with benefit to all concerned, except the mem- 
bers whose seats would be wiped out. 

In this connection it is encouraging to recall that at the recent session 
of the Saskatchewan Legislature & resolulion was presented by a_ private 
member, but a Government supporter, in favor of a reduction in the member- 
ship of the Assembly from 68 to 50, such reduction to be made in ihe next 
Redistribution. An ‘amendment was offered by two other Governmeut sup- 
porters favoring a reduction in membership, but not specifying the- exact 
number of seats to be retained. This amendment received the support of 
the cabinet ministers and was unanimously adopted by the Assembly. — It is 
likely, therefore, that Saskatchewan will lead the way in the near future to- 
wards smaller Legislatures. 

Our present unduly large Legislative bodies is the direct result of the 
policy of nearly all Governments on the eve of an appeal to the electorate 
bringing dewn new Itedistribution measures providing for a re-arrangement 
of constituencies in view of changing population, and in so doing it was al- | 
ways more popular to provide for increased population in certain districts by 
creating new constituencies thaa to wipe out a constituency or unite three 
into one where the population had decreased or remained stationary. = Thus, 
step by step, and almost unnoticed, our Legislatures have grown into un- 
necessarily large bodies. = ph 

Not only it is high time that thts practice was discontinued, 
real need for drastic action to correct the mistakes of the past, and bring the 
membership of the geveral Loegisiatures ddwn to a number more nearly ap- 
proximately actual requirements and needs. To accomplish this reform is 
quite simple, because the Provikees have the power in their own hands to 
determine the size of their Levisiatures. 

The problem is not quite so casy of accomplishment in the case of the 
Dominion Perliament, which consist of 96 Senators and 235 members of the 
Tlouse of Commons. Membership in the Senate is fixed and is not likely to 
be inercased. But the number ot Commoners is bound to steadily increase 
under the provision of the B.N.A. Act which stipulates that Quebee shall al- } 
ways have 635 members and thet av! other Provinces shall be represented ae- 
cording to their population at the same ratio that 65 bears to the population 
of Quebec. 

This proviso has not, in the past. resulted in any very rapid increase in 
membership as is indicated by the faet that at Confederation the number of 
menibers wag 181 fos the four Provinces of Ontario, Quebec, Nova Scotia and 
New Brunswick. Tiven as late as 1905, prior to the creation of the Provinces 
of Alberta and Saskatchewan, the membership of the Commons had only 
{ncreased by 82, to 214. Since then, however, the increase has been more 
rapid, and the next House will consist of over 240 members. Ino other words, 
the increase in the last twenty vears has been equal to the preceding forty 
years, 

The time must come, therefore, when a different basis of membershtp 
must be fixed, unless the Cormmons is to become a terribly expensive and al- 
together unwieldls body. | There is good reason for urging that consideration 
be given this inevitable problem now, rather than leave it to future years 
when it will unquestionably be more difficult to arrive ata solution satislac- 
tory to all the Provinces,

The Royal 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to animals is directing the campaign 
against rodeo owing to the refusal of 
the promoters to allow the inspectors 
of the society to have access to the 
animals.

Harbor Commissioners Report Shows 
Advance In All Departments 


Shipping in and out of the port of 
Vancouver during the calendar year 
1923 showed an increase in all depart- 
ments, according to the annual report 
of the Vancouver Board of Harbor 
Comniissioners. Over  $133,000,000 
worth of logs, lumber and general 
freight, including wheat, was export- 
ed, an increase of $30,000,000 value in 
the out-going cargoes.| Inward, the 
port received $224,000,000 worth of © 
freight, an increase of $13,000,000. In 
1923 there was a total of 19,608 ves- 
sels in and out of the port, with a total 
net tonnage of 8,427,282. This is an 
increase of 2,959 ships and 792,289 
tons over the 1922 figures. 

The total number of ocean-going 
vessels last year was 845, which had a 
net tonnage of 2,804,883, an increase 
of 123 vessels over the previous year.

Climate Of Western Canada 
Is Undergoing A Change 


Weather observers as well as old 
settlers in the west entertain the be- 
lie? that the climate of this country 
is changing. A weather authority, 
formerly of the United States, main- 
tains positively that this change has 
been slowly bul surely taking place 
for the past thirty years. 

The bitter winters of several de- 
cades ago are not experienced by the 
present-day settler. The blizzards 
that raged continually in parts of the 
prairie provinces are now compara 
lively rare. In those days the dread 
silence which preceded a storm held 
nature in a deadly grip until the on- 
rush of tho maelstrom of snow and 
wind with its destruction engulfed all 
things in ils wake. 

The weather has perceptibly chang: 
ed for the better. Strawberries can 
be raised anywhere in the prairie prov- 
inces together with other varieties of 
fruits, the growth of which was re- 
garded as impossible several years 
ago. Men connected with forestry 
work in these provinces say that in 
time horticulturalists will be able to 
supply the people of Western Canada 
with every kind of fruit: demanded, 
outside of the tropieal varieties. 

Discussing the causes of this weath- 
er transition, weather prophets ad- 
vance several logical theories. Some 
claim that the weather merely moves 
in cycles—first warm, then hot. They 
{nspect records of years back and by 
taking the weather averages over per: 
fods of ten yoars cach, that the aver- 
age temperature of these cycles has 
never yaried to any greal cxtent since 
the first observations were made. 
Others are supporting the viewpoint 
of those who believe that a change 
is taking place. 

Some attribute the climatic transt- 
tion to irrigation projects of the west. 
There are now about 19 million acres 
under irrigation and’ through — this 
means a tremendous amount of mols- 
ture fs brought into what was form- 
erly a dry country. Evaporation and 
subsequent precipitation has also been 
largely insitumental in changing an 
arid plain into a fertile grain- “produc- 
ing country. © 

The theory is also often advanced 
that the climate has been affected by 
the destruction of forests. ‘These 
forests, it 4s claimed, formerly con- 
served moisture and kept the snow 
from melting too quickly, so that the 
action of the sun on the earth was 
slow. 

In Ontario, where the forests form- 
erly sheltered the country, there are 
now fierce storms both summer and 
winter. Where a blizzard was an un- 
known quantity in years gone by, 
there are now storms that rival the 
curly storms of the western prairies.

Water Supply In Deserts 


Animal Life Found Under Sahara Has 
Scientific Interest 

Australia’s success in finding huge 
and apparently limitless supplies of 
water beneath the arid surface in the 
interior of the island continent no 
doubt prompted the search for similar 
reservoirs beneath the sands of the 
African Sahara. French engineers 
have been astonished at the frequent 
discoveries of water at a depth of from 
200 to 300 feet, and no less at the fact 
that live fish, crabs and crayfish have 
been brougnt up by the artesian wells. 
These proved to be of species similar 
to those found in the Palestine lakes, 
and have provided their own interest- 
ing scientific problems. In the same 
way salamanders have been brought 
up by well borers from underground 
streams in Texas. But the varied 
animal life under the Sahara has a so- 
cial as well as a scientific interest. It 
suggesls the existence of continuous 
bodies of water, bearing out the de- 
claration of explorers and geologists 
that while the surface of the desert is 
dry, there is a water supply available 
for modern settlers over large terri- 
tories.

U.S. Government Employs Four to 
Destroy Wild Animals 

Four  officially-appointed women 
trappers—+women whose duty it is to 
seek out and destroy mountain lions, 
wolves, coyotes and other creatures 
that prey upon stock, are in the employ 
of the United States Government. 

It was in 1915 that the government 


noxious animals, and experienced 
trappers were engaged for the work. 
Then war came, and the men were 
called to the colors. Alas, many ney- 
er returned. This led the authorities 
to break their rule of only employing 
men for this perilous calling, and since 
1918 four women—wives and daugh- 
ters of former government trappers— 
have entered Uncle Sam's service as 
hunters and destroyers of wild crea- 
tures that give the stockmen and 
) ranchers so much trouble. 

The more famous and daring of 
these falr hunters is Mrs. Anna New- 
man, and her daughter, Miss Anna 
Schnelder, whose hunting headquart- 
ers are at the Httle settlement of 
Benton on the Nevada side of the 
Sierra Nevada range of mountains. 
Here they trap their animals—for they 
are taken in steel traps—over wild 
and mountainous country far from the 
haunts of man. oF 

Since they started, in 1918, they 
have accounted for 400 coyotes, moun- 
tain lions, lynxes and bob-cats, the 
principal pests in their large district.

charge through the breach of the gun, 
instead of out through the muzzle. 

The gun crew were preparing to fire 
as one unit, as the great sea fighter’s 


powerful broadside, when a sailor call- |. 


ed for the electricity to be turned for | 
the charge. The switch was thrown, 
on to ignite the shell before the breech | 
was locked, and in another moment the 

interior of the turret was littered with 

dead and dying. 

Ensign H. D. Smith, from the U.S.S. 
New Mexico, was the first man to en- 
ter turret number two following the 
explosion. 

Upon entering the turret, Ensign 
Smith took with him an air hose, 
which immediately caused flames from 
to shoot forth. 
After flooding the turret with water, 
Ensign Smith was able to enter. All| 
the men were dead at that time, their 
faces swelled and puffed almost be- 
yond recognition by the intense heat. 
Jdentification marks on the clothing, 
however, were still decernible. 

Three-quarters of an hour elapsed 
after the fire in turrent number two 
was observed from the quartermas- 
ter’s deck before entrance into the red 
hot chamber containing the charred 
bodies of the entombed men could be 
made by Ensign Smith.

Arsenic Poisoning] - 


Department of Agriculture Warns 
Farmers Against Careless 
Handling 


A warning is issued to the farmers 
of Saskatchewan by the Provincial 
Department of Agriculture” in the 
matter of careless handling of arsenic. 
Many losses of livestock have been 
reported through arsenic poisoning 
particularly where grasshopper ecam- 
paigns have been carried on. 

[nh many farmers Suspect they 
have  sulfered loss through turving 
cate on to grass months after the 
poison bait had been spread. Cases 
bave been cited where sacks of unused 
mixed poison bait have been careless: 
ly thrown to one~ side, buried In a 
manure heap or old straw pile or left 
in some old building and forgotien. 
Cows and hogs have finally come on 
to it and relished the well. flavored 
find witli fatal results. In nearly 
every instance where losses have oc- 
curred the cause nay possibly be trac- 
ed to careless handling of poison or 
loo heavy an application of poisoned 
bait on pasture lands or grassy head- 
lands surrounding grain fields. 

Losses have been particularly evi: 
dent since the practice of putting 
salt in the grasshopper poison mix-: 
ture became general. The bait) las 
probably been put out in July and 
rains afier that time have not been 
sufficient to wash an excessive dose of 
salt and arensic into the soil | The 
cattle have been turned into the 
stubble in the fall, in many 
craving a taste of salt, ‘with the 
evitable result. Arsenic is a 
deadly poison and an infinitely 
quantity is required to cause death.

Poisoned grasshopper bait may lose

Professor Advances New Theory 


Says Earthworms Have Memory and. 
fs Can Be Trained 

Earthworms have memory and may 
be trained, it has been shown by Pro- 
fessor Heck, of “the University ot 
Prague, as the result of experiments 
with a collection ofabout five hundred 
worms. The worms were introduced 
into a passage shaped like a capital T 
and carved from a block of wood which 
was covered with a glass plate so that 
the movements of the little creatures 
might be observed. When they came 
to@Me junction about half of them 
turned one way and half the other. 
Then the apparatus, was so arranged 
that those worms that took the left- 
hand passage received a mild but pre- 
sumably disagreeable electric shock. 
At first the worms did not know just 
what to make of all this, but after they 
had been through the experience about 
two hundred times, they nearly all 
took the right-hand turn. When the 
electrodes were then moved to the 
right-hand passage the worms learned 
to shift to the other passage alter only 
sixty-five ‘trials, evidently showing 
something more than the mere opera- 
tion of chance. In the human sense, 
earthworms have no brains; their ner- 
vous systems consist of a series of lit- 
tle ganglions or nerve centres, on the 
under side of the worms and connect- 
ed with each other by nerve fibres. If 
the worms were cut in two, the frag- 
ments still showed the ability to dis- 
tinguish between the safe and the un- 
pleasant road to travel, indicating that 
the earthworm remembers in every 
one of its ganglions, and that it is able 
to learn and profit by experience.

Golden Text.—Return unto me, and 
I will return unto you, saith Jehovah 
of hosts. Malachi 3.7. 

Lesson.—Ezra, Chapters 7 to 10; 
Nehemiah, Chapters 6, 8 and 13. 

Devotional Reading.—Hosea 14.1-8. 


The Text Explained and IIlumined 

The Reading of the Law by Ezra, 
verses 1-8. The first day of the sev- 
enth month {gs the day which from the 
time of fAlexander the Great onward 
has been celebrated by the Jews as 
their New Year’s Day. On this day 
occurred the festival known as the 
Feast of Trumpets, which was observ- 
ed with special rites; see Lev. 23.24-25; 
Num. 29.1-6. In the 445 B.C., on this 
day, the people of Jerusalem assem- 
bled in the broad place before the 
water gate and Ezra the priest and 
scribe read to them the Book of the 
Law of Moses. “In Ezra the title of 
‘scribe’ came to- mean ‘the man of 
the book.’ It is evident that the 
scribes were the nearest originals of 
the clergy of later times” (Dean Stan- 
ley). Exactly to what the phrase, the 
Book of the Law:of Moses, refers is a 
disputed question among scholars. 
The entire Pentateuch, some believe; 
the legislative portions only of the 
Pentateuch, others maintain. 

Ezra stood upon a wooden platform 
above the people, and was alded by 
thirteen Leviles, who gave the sense, 
so that the people understood the 
reading. Evidently Ezra read the 
Law sentence by sentence, and brief- 
ly expounded {t, and then the Levites 
made his explanation clear to. the 
people. Men, women and children 
old enough to understand listened at- 
tentively to the reading from early 
morning until midday. On account ol 
the heat they had their customary 
rest during the noon hour. To the 
reading the people responded with 
Amen, Amen (So be it), with a lift- 
ing up of the hands, evidently with 
the palms upward in supplication for 
the divine blessing, and worshipped 
Jehovah with their faces to the 
ground. “We should learn the les- 
son taught by the -waiting crowd, 
prone on their faces and blessing God 
for His Word. Such reverential at- 
titude must ever precede reading it, :f 
we are to read aright” (Maclaren).
